Mere Money in Alfalfa 
Than In Wheat Raising 


The raising of alfalfa is the sub- 
ject of much favorable comment 
throughout the western provinces, 
C. W. Wright, an agricultural ex- 
pert, in The Saturday Evening 
Post, says that: “ Three to six 
tons of hay during a season is an 
average yield for an acre of alfalfa 
land; hay that commands a higher 
price in the Kansas City market 
than clover and timothy, and is 
worth twelve dollars per ton, and 
the returns from an acre of alfalfa 
swells to fifty or seventy-five dol- 
lars, with exceptional instances 
when one hundred dollars is ex- 
ceeded in a single season.” 

Another feature about alfalfa is 
that it is particularly adapted for 
cultivation under irrigation. Not 
that it requires an excessive 
amount of moisture to thrive, but 
rather because it can withstand 
long seasons of drought, and when 
moisture is supplied it resumes 
rapid growth with apparently no 
backset due to the forced stand- 
still. On the average irrigated 
farm it is not usually practicable 
for the farmer to irrigate every 
part of his farm just when it should 
be. There are sure to be certain 
fields or parts of fields that cannot 
be reached just when the crop 
requires moisture, With most 
crops this may prove a serious 
loss, but with alfalfa it only means 
a loss of growth while the soil is 
in avery dry condition, It is 
during July and August, the hot- 
test months, that this plant makes 
its most rapid growth, provided 
the moisture is not exhausted, 
which does not happen where irri- 
gation is practised. In districts 
where the plant thrives, it is hard 
to say how long alife it may have. 
There are fields in Colorado that 
have been producing hay for 25 
years, and they seem just as thrifty 
and produce apparently just as 
luxuriant a growth as neighboring 
fields that are many years young- 
er. In California fields are re- 
ported to be yielding well that are 
forty years old, Under conditions 
in Western Canada it would seem 
advisable to allow the fields to 
remain seeded down tor a number 
of years, say not less than five or 
six at the least, for the reason 
that it takes two years or more to 
yield proper, for four or five years 
old yield better than those of but 
two or three years duration. 

In the United States the major 
portion of the irrigated districts 
is devoted to alfalfa. This fact 
alone is great encouragement for 
the irrigated districts of Southern 
Alberta, 

In Southern Alberta there is the 
Bow river valley. It is the centre 
of a big irrigation enterprise—in 
fact the biggest on the continent. 
The cosmopolitan throngs that 
are crowding in there are all rais- 
ing alfalfa, The farmers from 
Kansas are in the foreground in 
this enterprise, having had the 
experience that it is a profitable 
crop to grow. The Kansas Turkey 
Red, rechristened Alberta Red, 
now holds sway over a vast terri-

rather than a wive one. To “cut 
and cover” is a bad _ policy in 
plowing, Turn the furrow. slices 
up on edge partially ; never flat. 
Let one furrow slice lap over nice- 
ly onto another, leaving a sort of 
dividing line between them to 
catch and hold the rainfall, This 
applies more forcibly to the plow- 
ing of sod land than it does to 
the plowing of land that is to be 
immediately made into a seed bed 

Turn straight turrows and plaw 
the fields the long way in lands, 
Never follow the practice of plow- 
ing around fields. Turn back 
furrows into old dead furrows, 
Thus keeping the land level and 
free from any depressions or old 
dead furrows, Fall ploughed land 
should be left rough over winter 
to better catch and hold the snow

Reforms at Oxford University. 


The reform of Oxford University is 
the subject of a long report by the 
Hebdomadal council, which has been 
issued. It is the outcome of the 
council's meetings in April, 1909, to 
consider Chancellor Curzon’s ‘letter 
urging reform. The chancellor pre- 
faces the report with an introduction, 
in which he says: ‘We want Oxford 
to remain what it is. but to become, 
'f it may be, better still; to keen alive 
the transmitted flame, but to see that 
it illumines every corner of the tem- 
ple of knowledge and is accessible to 
all sections of the community.” 


The most conspicuous of the re 
port’s recommendations are the 
abolition of Greek as a compulsory 


subject in the entrance examinations 
and increased facilities for the ad- 
mission of poor men to the univer- 
sity. The committee rejected pro 
posals for the establishment of a 
workingman’s college and special 
hostels for poor students, and advise 
that greater attention be given to the 
already considerable body of non-col- 
legiate students, providing — special 
exhibitions for them, and a more ef- 
fective provisions for instruction, for 
which a special fund should be rais- 
ed, partly by contributions from the 
colleges and partly by an appeal to 
external generosity. 

A students’ diploma course for those 
contemplating a commercial career 13 
recommended. The question of ad- 
mitting women to degrees will be 
considered in the near future, Im- 
portant changes in the government of 
the university are urged, and it is 
recommended tiat the elective prin- 
ciple be introduced, 


To Visit treland. 


It is taken for granted about the 
Court that the King and Queen will 
pay a state visit to Ireland next year 
upon the conclusion of the London 
season, when it is stated that they will 


be accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales and Princess Mary. This visit 

expected to extend over a week, 
and a round of festiyities will take 
place at Dublin Castle, including a 
Court, a State Ball, a Levee, and 
probably a review of the troops in 
Phoenix Park. It is too early yet, 
of course, for any definite arranye- 


ments to be made, but His Majesty 
has discussed the matter in an in- 
formal manner with those about him, 
and is said to be looking forward to 
a \isit to the Sister Isle with keen 
anticipation. The King has consider- 
able acauaintance with Ireland, and 
has many pleasant recollections of 
jiis visits there. It is hoped that he 
inay be able to find time to visit Bel- 
fast and one or two other towns be- 
fore he re-embarks upon his royai
